This is not persuasive because the 
reaction product is a solution of 85% monoethanolamine and applicant does not appear to allege that the ethanolamine is converted to 
something other than an amine and also because a reaction may be mere diffusion of one liquid into another to form a solution. Further, 
Applicant appears to admit that Pounds discloses "amine products".
